Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors , 

I  beg  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of 
the  district  for  the  year  1964. 

There  have  been  no  serious  outbreaks  of  infectious 
disease  during  the  year.  There  was  one  case  of  Diphtheria, 
this  was  a  clinical  diagnosis  which  was  not  confirmed  bacterio- 
iogically.  Clinically  there  was  little  doubt  that  it  was  a  case 
of  Diphtheria. 

The  twenty-eight  cases  notified  as  Food  Poisoning  occur¬ 
red  in  a  residential  special  school.  No  Food  Poisoning  organ¬ 
isms  were  isolated,  and  on  investigation  it  was  thought  to  be 
an  outbreak  of  Winter  Vomiting. 

During  the  year  the  Council  decided  to  collect  refuse 
in  paper  sacks.  Sacks  are  provided  for  those  who  are  prepared 
to  buy  the  fittings  for  them.  Council  houses  are  being  pro¬ 
vided  with  sackholders  during  the  next  few  years,  and  new 
housing  estates  are  also  being  equipped.  This  method  of 
collection  is  a  great  improvement  on  the  old  system.  It  is 
possibly  more  expensive  than  the  old  method  of  emptying 
into  skeps,  but  improvement  in  cleanliness  for  householder  and 
operator  is  more  than  worth  the  extra  cost.  Water  borne 
sewage  disposal  is  more  expensive  than  a  bucket  latrine  but 
is  universally  considered  more  than  worth  the  extra  cost.

I  am  indebted  to  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  for  the  follow¬ 
ing  information  : 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

The  extension  of  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Yealmpton 
lias  been  completed  and  the  Works  are  now  fully  operational. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  Radford  Sewage  Disposal  Works  and 
the  Plymstock  Main  Drainage  Scheme  will  be  sufficiently 
advanced  to  permit  drainage  from  the  Goosewell  area  to  be 
treated  in  May,  1965.  The  existing  small  Works  at  Goosewell 
will  then  be  abandoned.  The  main  contract  is  due  for  com¬ 
pletion  at  the  end  of  June,  1965. 

Investigations  are  continuing  into  the  design  of  the  drain¬ 
age  for  the  Oreston  area,  for  the  extension  of  the  Billacombe 
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Works,  and  for  the  drainage  of  the  Newton  and  Noss  and 
Wemburv  areas. 

A  scheme  to  provide  main  drainage  for  the  village  of 
Bickleigh  has  been  prepared,  and  it  is  hoped  that  approval 
to  this  project  will  be  received  during  the  early  part  of  1965. 

The  communal  septic  tank  at  Cadleigh  has  been  abandoned 
and  the  properties  are  now  connected  to  the  Ivybridge  Sewage 
Disposal  Works  by  means  of  a  new  sewer  laid  parallel  to  A. 38. 

Refuse  Disposal 

Refuse  collection  and  disposal  has  continued  normally 
throughout  the  year,  and  a  weekly  collection  has  been  afforded 
to  the  whole  district  with  the  exception  of  a  few  isolated 
properties. 

The  Council  have  accepted  the  principle  of  the  paper 
sack  method  of  collection  for  refuse  disposal,  and  it  is  hoped 
to  provide  ail  Council  Houses  with  suitable  holders  during 
the  next  few  years.  Local  developers  and  builders  are  being 
persuaded  to  install  the  fittings  as  part  of  the  building  oper¬ 
ation,  and  publicity  is  being  given  to  encourage  householders 
generally  to  purchase  holders  from  the  Council.

made.  It  was  not  necessary  to  do  so  during  the  year. 

PET  ANIMALS  ACT,  1952 

This  Act  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  April,  1952.  It 
is  necessary  for  a  person  keeping  a  Pet  Shop  to  be  licensed 
by  the  Council.  Two  licences  were  renewed  during  the  year. 

FIREGUARDS  ACT,  1953 

This  Act  came  into  operation  on  1st  October,  1953.  The 
Act  and  the  Orders  and  Regulations  made  thereunder  make 
provision  for  the  fitting  of  guards  of  approved  type  to  all 
heating  appliances. 

All  appliances  manufactured  after  1st  October,  1953,  musl 
comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act  and  the  provisions  apply 
to  all  fires,  etc.,  sold  by  retail  after  1st  October,  1954. 

No  difficulty  b  as  been  experienced  with  regard  to  the  sale 
of  such  appliances. 
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CARAVAN  SITES  &  CONTROL  OF  DEVELOPMENT  ACT, 

1960 

Applications  for  Site  Licences  were  received  in  respect  of 
a  number  of  sites.  These  have  been  dealt  with  in  accordance 
with  the  Act,  and,  after  determination  of  their  requirements 
under  the  Principal  Act,  Licences  have  been  issued  in  respect 
of  6  sites. 

Enquiries  as  to  the  provisions  of  the  Act  continue  to  be 
received  and  action  and  vigilance  is  required  to  control  the 
unlawful  siting  of  caravans. 

ANIMAL  BOARDING  ESTABLISHMENTS  ACT,  1963 

This  Act  came  into  force  on  the  1st  January,  1964.  Two 
licences  to  keep  a  Boarding  Establishment  were  issued,  the 
extent  of  the  boarding  in  each  case  being  on  a  very  small 
scale. 

OFFICES,  SHOPS  &  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 

Certain  sections  of  the  Act,  including  the  requirement  to 
register  premises,  came  into  force  on  the  1st  May,  1964.

Diseased  meat,  etc.,  is  collected  by  arrangement  and  con 
verted  into  glues  and  fertilisers. 
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Co-operation  has  been  maintained  with  the  Officials  of  the 
Infestation  Division  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries 
and  Food  and  their  advice  is  always  appreciated. 

Annual  Test  Baiting  was  carried  out  in  April  in  440  man¬ 
holes  in  31  sewerage  systems.  As  a  result  it  was  necessary  to 
carry  out  maintenance  treatment  in  May  in  7  systems.  The 
second  maintenance  treatment  was  carried  out  in  November 
in  7  systems.  The  Council’s  Sewage  Disposal  Works  were 
treated  on  43  occasions,  the  Refuse  Tips  on  6  occasions,  and 
the  Playing  Fields  on  2  occasions. 

Details  of  the  work  carried  out  during  the  year  can  be 
seen  from  the  table. 

The  work  was  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  Rodent 
operator,  assisted  part-time  bv  another  workman  in  the  Depart¬ 
ment. 

The  methods  advocated  by  the  Infestation  Division  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  for  the  extermin¬ 
ation  of  rats  and  mice  were  used,  the  bait  bases  being  damp 
sausage  rusk,  bread  mash,  oatmeal  and  sugar  meal,  and  the 
poisons  Zinc,  Phosphide,  Arsenious  Oxide,  Antu  (Alpha-naph¬ 
thyl-thiourea),  and  Warfarin.

Fifty-eight  visits  were  made  to  food  premises  during  the 
year,  and  a  total  weight  of  14  cwts.  1  qr.  20  lbs.  of  food  con¬ 
demned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

Byelaws  as  to  the  handling  and  sale  of  food  are  in  force 
in  the  Rural  District.  Minor  contraventions  were  detected, 
but  these  were  quickly  rectified  when  the  shopkeepers  were 
notified.
